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FORE  WARD 


This  outline  of  Plant  Quarantine  procedures  for  cooperators  covers  only 
regulations  issued  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Division  of  the  Agricultural 
Research  Service.  Many  items  are  also  subject  to  regulations  issued  by 
other  Government  agencies  such  as.  The  Federal  Seed  Act,  Food  and  Drug 
Acts,  cotton  quotas,  etc.  See  Section  12  and  Appendix  of  the  Customs 
Regulations.  Previous  outlines  and  procedure  notices  are  hereby  superseded 
and  should  be  removed  from  your  files. 

Plant  Quarantine  offices  in  the  Canadian  Border  Area  operate  on  a subarea 
system  to  provide  close  liaison  with  cooperators  by  personal  contacts  and 
by  telephone.  Charges  for  telephone  calls  from  cooperators  will  be  accepted 
by  Plant  Quarantine,  except  that  where  prompt  handling  of  a shipment  is 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  importer,  he  should  pay  for  the  call.

ACORNS 

Canadian-grown  may  be  released  for  food 
uses  without  restriction,  but  enter  under 
Nursery  Stock  procedure  if  for  planting. 

From  all  other  countries  hold  any  ship- 
ment until  a written  or  telephone  release 
is  received  from  Plant  Quarantine. 

AIRCRAFT 

Flights  originating  in  Canada  are  con- 
sidered foreign  except  that  they  will  not 
be  covered  by  a Plant  Quarantine  Inspector 
at  most  airports,  and  fruits  (except  citrus) 
or  vegetables  in  stores  (lunches)  need  not 
be  removed  if  of  Canadian  or  U.  S.  origin. 

Flights  which  cannot  be  met  by  Plant 
Quarantine  should  be  handled  as  follows: 

Fruits  and  vegetables  in  stores  should 
be  removed  from  the  aircraft  and 
destroyed. 

Generally  plant  materials  in  baggage 
should  be  removed  and  destroyed.  In 
some  cases,  such  as  emergency  landings , 
baggage  containing  plants  or  plant  parts 
may  be  bonded  to  a point  where  inspection 
can  be  completed,  or  in  case  of  pre- 
clearance points  (as  Montreal,  Toronto, 
etc. ) clearance  may  be  withheld  to  require 
examinationat  the  destination  point.  Upon 
notification,  Canadian  Plant  Protection 
Division  Officers  will  assist  in  handling 
and  disposing  of  miscellaneous  plant 
material  found  in  baggage  during  pre- 
inspection. 

If  requested  by  owner,  and  approved  by  a 
Plant  Quarantine  Inspector,  propagative 
material  may  be  forwarded  at  his  expense 
to  a Plant  Quarantine  Inspection  Station 
when  parcel  post.  Railway  Express,  or 
air  cargo  facilities  are  available.  In  such 
cases  a notice  of  arrival  (PQ-91 0)  should 
be  submitted. 
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AIRCRAFT  (cont.) 

Cargo  shipments  of  plant  material  may 
move  under  bond  to  a point  where  Plant 
Quarantine  inspection  is  available. 

A monthly  report  should  be  furnished  to  the 
Area  Plant  Quarantine  Office,  showing; 

1.  Number  of  planes  inspected 

2.  Number  of  passengers  - crew 

3.  Number  of  pieces  of  baggage 

4.  A list  (Form  PQ-906  if  desired) 
of  plant  materials  taken  up  for 
destruction  or  return  to  origin.

No  Plant  Quarantine  restrictions.  Subject 
to  Federal  Seed  Act.

Canadian-grown  fruit  is  unrestricted.

Commercial  fruit  via  Canada  enterable 
under  permit  and  notice  of  arrival.  May  be 
released  by  Customs  officers  where  no 
Plant  Quarantine  Inspector  is  available. 

No  restriction  on  entry  in  small  quantities 
as  baggage  for  personal  use. 

Plants  or  parts  prohibited  as  packing 
material. 

Hold  plants  or  seeds  and  notify  Plant 
Qua  rantine.

Shipments  arriving  under  permit  for  bonded 
movement  to  Plant  Quarantine  Inspection 
Stations  at  Hoboken,  N.  J.  ; Washington,  D.  C. 
Seattle,  Wash.  ; or  San  Francisco,  Calif.  , 
may  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  those  points. 

Shipments  under  permit  addressed  other  than 
above  must  conform  to  conditions  stated  in 
the  permit,  particularly  as  to  destination. 

Shipments  arriving  without  a permit  should 
be  held  and  Plant  Quarantine  advised  as  to 
species,  quantity,  origin,  number  of 
containers,  name  and  address  of  consignee. 

Any  shipment  arriving  at  a port  where  the 
services  of  a Plant  Quarantine  Inspector 
are  available  should  be  held  for  his  exami- 
nation and  release. 

BARBERRY,  seeds 

Prohibited  from  all  countries. 

BARLEY 

No  restrictions  on  seed  or  straw. 

BEANS,  dried 

No  restrictions  on  importation  from  any 
country,  except  Faba  (broad)  beans  are 
subject  to  NURSERY  STOCK  requirements. 

BEANS,  fresh 
(green) 

Subject  to  restrictions  under  FRUITS  AND 
VEGETABLES. 

Canadian- grown  are  unrestricted. 

BEES 

Entry  prohibited  from  any  foreign  country 
except  Canada. 

No  restrictions  on  honeybees  imported  from 
Canada. 

Bees  for  scientific  purposes  may  be 
imported  from  other  countries  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  but  must  be 
addressed  to  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
(Beltsville,  Maryland).  Shipments  so 
addressed  may  be  allowed  to  proceed  to 
that  destination.

No  restriction  on  berries  grown  in  Canada 
except  black  currants  (Ribes  nigrum)  are 
prohibited.

When  no  Plant  Quarantine  Inspector  is 
available,  Canadian-grown  broomcorn 
certified  as  to  origin  by  the  Canadian 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  other 
foreign  broomcorn  entering  via  Canada  and 
bearing  a Canadian  certificate  of  vacuum 
fumigation  may  be  released  by  Customs 
Officers  on  presentation  of  a Plant  Quaran- 
tine permit  and  notice  of  arrival. 

Foreign  (other  than  Canadian)  enterable 
only  within  the  period  of  September  15 
through  February  15.  If  a Plant  Quarantine 
Inspector  is  available,  hold  all  shipments 
for  his  attention. 

Hold  all  uncertified  shipments  for  Plant 
Quarantine  attention. 

seeds  Subject  to  permit  and  notice  of  arrival. 

Canadian-grown  shipments  complying  with 
this  requirement  may  be  released  by  Customs 
Officers  where  no  Plant  Quarantine  Inspector 
is  available. 

Commercial  shipments  of  brooms  or  brushes 
made  of  broomcorn  should  be  held  and  the 
Plant  Quarantine  office  notified  unless  a 
permit  is  on  hand  and  the  shipment  conforms 
to  the  conditions  stated  therein.

BROOMS  (cont.) 

Small  shipments  brought  as  baggage  from 
Canada  and  intended  for  curling  or  home  use 
may  be  released  without  permit.  If  from 
other  countries,  hold  for  Plant  Quarantine 
decision. 

BULBS 

Commercial  shipments  of  flower  bulbs  from 
Holland  usually  have  been  inspected  and 
released  at  time  of  shipment  by  U.  S.  Plant 
Quarantine  Inspectors  stationed  in  that 
country.  If  so,  the  original  Netherlands 
inspection  certificate  will  bear  a release 
stamp  applied  by  a Plant  Quarantine  Inspector 
Such  shipments  may  be  released  by  Customs 
Officers  immediately  upon  receipt  of  a Plant 
Quarantine  permit  and  notice  of  arrival. 
Marks  and  numbers  shown  on  invoices  must 
agree  with  those  on  the  certificates.  It  is 
desirable  that  such  shipments  be  released 
under  Plant  Quarantine  authority  at  the  first 
port  of  arrival. 

Uninspected  shipments  should  be  held  and 
the  Plant  Quarantine  office  notified. 

Bulbs  bearing  a Canadian  certificate  of 
examination  and  origin  may  be  released  by 
Customs  officers  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  NURSERY  STOCK  of  Canadian  origin. 

All  other  shipments  should  be  held  and 
Plant  Quarantine  notified. 

CHESTNUTS

CHRISTMAS  TREES

No  restrictions  if  severed  from  roots. 

Decorative  greens  include  such  material  as 
Holly,  Oregon  grape,  Club  moss,  Princess 
pine,  cut  ferns. 

CITRUS  FRUIT 

Loose  fruits  or  those  in  opened  containers 
are  to  be  refused  entry  regardless  of 
origin  (U.S.  or  foreign). 

All  commercial  shipments  should  be  held  for 
Plant  Quarantine  disposition. 
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CITRUS  FRUIT 
in  transit 

Citrus  fruits  may  move  in  transit  over  roads 
connecting  points  on  the  Border  when  in 
sealed  vans  under  bond  and  a Plant  Quaran- 
tine permit  for  this  type  of  movement  is 
present  at  the  time  of  entry  from  Canada.  If 
permit  is  not  present,  notify  Area  Plant 
Quarantine  Inspector.  Notice  of  arrival  is 
required.  Record  of  return  to  Canada  will 
be  secured  by  Plant  Quarantine  from  the  port 
of  exit. 

CITRUS  FRUIT 

in  train  dining  cars 

Citrus  fruits  in  train  dining  cars  transiting 
only  a relatively  short  area  in  the  United 
States  need  not  be  disturbed.  Stewards  may 
be  warned  not  to  off-load  any  citrus  fruits 
at  intermediate  stops. 

Dining  cars  which  end  their  runs  at  a point 
within  the  United  States  should  either  leave 
citrus  fruits  at  a Canadian  point,  destroy 
them  at  time  of  entry  into  the  United  States, 
or  arrangements  may  be  made  for  incineration 
at  the  terminal  point.  The  latter  arrangement 
is  usually  effected  by  the  Area  Plant  Quaran- 
tine office  as  a matter  of  record.  No  permit 
or  notice  of  arrival  is  required. 

CITRUS  FRUIT 
U.  S. -returned 

Return  of  U.S.  -origin  citrus  fruits  from 
Canada  is  limited  to  original,  unopened 
containers . 

Customs  officers  may  immediately  release 
unopened  containers  which  have  not  been  out 
of  Canadian  Customs  custody.  Shipments 
that  have  entered  Canadian  commerce  should 
be  released  only  as  authorized  by  the  Area 
Plant  Quarantine  Inspector.  No  permit  is 
required,  no  notice  of  arrival  is  required. 

CITRUS  PEEL 

Peel  (dried  or  fresh)  should  be  held  for 
disposition  by  the  Area  Plant  Quarantine 
Inspector.

Entry  prohibited  from  all  foreign  countries.

No  restrictions  by  Plant  Quarantine.  For 
Federal  Seed  Act  restrictions  see  CR  12.  16(a) 
and  Appendix  XIV.

Articles  made  of  husks,  stalks,  cobs,  etc.  , 
such  as,  dolls  or  brooms,  should  be  held  and 
the  Area  Plant  Quarantine  office  notified.

Ensilage  taken  from  Canadian  silos  enters 
without  restriction. 

CORN,  fodder 

Corn  fodder  grown  on  Canadian  extensions  of 
U.  S.  farms  requires  no  permit  or  notice  of 
arrival  for  movement  across  the  line.  Other 
shipments  require  permit  and  notice  of  arrival

Canadian  canning  factory  refuse  requires 
Plant  Quarantine  permit  for  entry.  May  be 
released  by  cooperator  if  permit  is  on  file. 
Notice  of  arrival  required. 

CORN 

green,  on  cob 
Canadian 

Unless  otherwise  advised,  cooperators  at 
ports  where  no  Plant  Quarantine  Inspector  is 
available  may  release  up  to,  and  including, 

5 bushels  of  Canadian  corn  without  permit  or 
other  restrictions  when  destined  to  states 
other  than  those  listed  below. 

All  shipments  destined  to  California, 
Colorado,  Florida,  Idaho,  Nevada, 

New  Mexico,  Utah,  Washington,  are  to 
be  held  for  decision  by  the  Plant  Quaran- 
tine Inspector. 

Shipments  of  more  than  5 bushels  should  be 
held  for  decision  by  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Inspector  unless  a permit  has  been  furnished 
the  port  for  this  specific  commodity.  If  such 
a permit  is  on  file,  the  shipment  may  be 
released  by  the  cooperator  to  states  other 
than  above  after  securing  a notice  of  arrival.

Elm  and  related  trees  (Hackberry,  etc.)  and 
all  parts;  such  as,  leaves,  cuttings,  logs, 
etc.  , are  prohibited  from  Europe  and  the 
Province  of  Quebec. 

Seeds  are  prohibited  from  Europe,  but 
enterable  under  Nursery  Stock  regulations 
from  all  of  Canada. 
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ELM  (cont. ) 

Shipments  from  the  Province  of  Ontario 
should  be  held  for  release  by  a Plant 
Quarantine  Inspector. 

Elm  lumber,  veneer,  crates,  barrels, 
pulpwood,  etc.  , are  prohibited  from  Europe 
and  the  Province  of  Quebec  if  any  bark  is 
present.  From  other  areas  shipment  is 
subject  to  release  by  a Plant  Quarantine 
Inspector,  except  that  logs  or  lumber  from 
the  Province  of  Ontario  may  be  released  if 
accompanied  by  a Canadian  certificate  of 
origin  outside  a Dutch  elm  disease  infected 
area.  A notice  of  arrival  is  required. 

Entry  of  nursery  stock  or  seeds  from 
countries  other  than  Europe  and  the  Province 
of  Quebec  are  subject  to  NURSERY  STOCK 
requirements.

FLOWERS  - CUT 

No  restrictions  on  cut  flowers  from  Canada. 
From  other  foreign  origins,  hold  and  notify 
Plant  Quarantine.

Palestine,  Portugal,  Saudi  Arabia,  Sinai 
Peninsula,  Spain,  Syria,  Trans- Jordan, 
Tunisia,  Turkestan,  Turkey,  Union  of  South
